Have you ever wanted to 
learn about some aspect of our 
hobby and build something 
useful at the same time?

Why are the Radio Amateurs 
Called "H A M S"? 
Have you ever wondered 
why radio amateurs are called 
"Hams"? Well, it goes like this: 
The world "HAM" was the 
station Call Sign of the first 
amateur wireless stations oper- 
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ated by three members of the 
Harvard Radio Club, in 1908. 
They were Albert S. Hyman, 
Bob Almy and P. Murray. At 
first they called their station 
"Hyman-Almy-Murray". Tap- 
ping out such a long name in 
code soon became tiresome, and 
called for a revision. They 
changed it to "Hy-Al-Mu", 
using the first two letters of each 
of their names. 

Early in 1909 some confu- 
sion resulted between signals 
from amateur wireless station 
HYALMU" and a Mexican ship 
named "Hyalmo". They then 
decided to use only the first 
letter of each name and the 
station Call Sign became 
"HAM". 

In the early pioneer days on 
unregulated radio amateur 
operators picked their own 
frequency and call-letters. 
Then, as now, some amateurs 
had better signals than commer- 
cial stations. The resulting 
interference came to the atten- 
tion of Congressional Commit- 
tees in Washington D.C., and 
Congress gave much time to 
proposed legislation designed to 
critically limit amateur radio 
activity. 

In 1911, Albert Hyman 
chose the controversial Wireless 
Regulation Bill as a topic for his 
Thesis at Harvard. His instruc- 
tor insisted that a copy be sent to 
Senator David I. Walsh, a 
member of one of the commit- 
tees hearing the Bill. TGhe 
Senator was built and almost 
cried when he told to close 
down the station because they 


could not afford the license fees

and all the other requirements 
which the Bill imposed on 
amateur stations. 

Congressional debate began 
on the Wireless Regulation Bill 
and little station "HAM" became 
the symbol for all the little 
amateur stations in the country 
crying to be saved from the 
menace and greed of the big 
commercial stations who didn't 
want them around. The Bill 
finally got to the floor of Con- 
gress and every speaker talked 
about the "...poor little station 
HAM". 

That's how it all started. 
You will find the whole story in 
the Congressional Record. 
Nationwide publicity associated 
station "HAM: with amateur 
radio operators. From that day 
to this, and probably until the 
end of the time in radio; an 


amateur is a "HAM". 

This information was published in 
1959 by Florida Skip, The All-Florida 
Amateur Radio Publication. 


Suppose that Trojan Leaked...

On September 17th, the 
Washington County Office of 
Emergency Management 
(OEM), in conjunction with 
PGE, the Red Cross and FEMA 
(Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Association), held an 
Emergency Preparedness Drill 
simulating a situation at Trojan. 
The drill called for the OEM to 
activate the local public safety 
agencies as well as the local 
ARES support group. The 
Washington County ARES 
group was assigned the tasks of 
activating communications 
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between the OEM office, the 
National Guard Armory at the 
Washington County Fairgrounds 
and other strategic locations in 
the surrounding areas. The 
Armory was also staffed with a 
full complement of Red Cross 
personnel as well as members of 
the National Guard, local fire 
and law enforcement groups. 

Once the drill was initiated, 
the call-up was started for 
support. Almost immediately, 
the Washington County ARES 
group, headed by Ben Johnson 
(N70OGM) was notified and 
activated. Within 30 minutes of 
the first call up, ARES person- 
nel were on-site at the OEM and 
the Armory. Communications 
were established via 2-meter 
simplex voice as well as 2-meter 
packet. With the exception of 
the packet station at the Armory, 
everything was in place and 
functioning completely and 
successfully handling traffic. 
The only reason that the packet 
station wasn't on-line was, the 
person with the last cables 
required (power) entered the 
Armory through the front door 
(from the "Hot Zone") and had 
to be completely check for any 
radiation. It was frustrating to 
stand there with the cables in my 
hand and not be able to pass 
them to Ira (KF7QS) who was 
standing on the other side of the 
rope line. Once I cleared the 
testing zone (and completing the 
numerous forms required), the 
packet station was up immedi- 
ately. 

All in all it was a good 
showing by the various groups 
involved with the overall exer- 
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cise receiving high points for the 
operations. It was also a good 
showing for several members of 
Washington County ARES and 
members of OTVARC. Mem- 
bers present were:

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Amateur helps identify jam- 
mer 

San Francisco area amateurs instru- 
mental in identifying one of their own 
as ajammer have come forward follow- 
ing the issuance of a $15,000 fine by the 
FCC. According to the FCC, from Octo- 
ber 1990 to July 1991 their San Fran- 
cisco office was contacted by at least 15 
public service agencies and others, in- 
cluding amateurs, complaining ofharm- 
ful interference. Thejammer was using 
cross-band techniques to re-transmit 
amateur and commercial channels. 

Although the jammer was identified 
(as James Winsted Jr., KK6SM, of Red- 
wood City) and confrontedinJuly 1991, 
the FCC did not reveal his identity 
until issuing the Notice of Apparent 
Liability in May 1992. 

“Part of the success in finding this 
individual,” said Phil Kane, supervi- 
sory engineer in the FCC’s San Fran- 
cisco office, “was the cooperation of the 
localamateur community, whose chan- 
nels also were being jammed.” 

Shortly after the alleged jammer was 
identified S. Marti-Volkoff, engineer- 
in-charge at the FCC’s San Francisco 
office, wrote the following to Chuck 
Vaughn, AA6G: “We would like to take 
this opportunity to extend our sincere 
appreciation for your recent assistance 
in locating and identifying the source of 
harmful interference to various police 
agencies in the San Francisco Bay Area. 
This was a difficult case because of the 
subject’s sporadic behavior pattern and 
operation on numerous frequencies. The 
Amateur Radio community has always 
demonstrated a willingness to assist 
the Commission in achieving compli- 
ance with the extant rules and regula- 
tions. Your actions in the instant case 
are an excellent example of this coop- 
erative attitude.” (ARRL letter 7/27/92)

tell the Associated Press that ‘‘the reports 
of my death are greatly exaggerated.”’ All 
three of these sources predicted that the 
bills will die. We don’t agree: We've recent- 
ly added several Senators and Representa- 
tives to the lists of cosponsors. As of May 
27, Senator Al Gore (D-TN) has 28 Sena- 
tors cosponsoring S. 1372, and there are 
177' Members of Congress signed on to 
H. R. 73, introduced by Representative Jim 
Cooper, (D-TN). 

That the Federal Communications Com- 
mission is less-than-thrilled with the 
Cooper/Gore bills is not a well-kept secret, 
but its opposition doesn’t necessarily mean 
that the bills are dead; the bills can only 
“die”? from lack of action by the Congress. 
For amateurs to believe that the legislation 
has no chance of passing sets up a self- 
fulfilling prophesy: If no more amateurs 
write to their Senators and Representatives, 
the bills will likely expire with the 102nd 
Congress in the fall. 

On the other hand, the League’s 
Washington team continues to make 
rounds on Capitol Hill, urging Committees 
and Members to support the bills. A 
renewed round of communications from 
ARRL Members could well put us over the 
top. Some thoughts that can be worked 
into your letters include: 

© The amateur bands are to spectrum as 
national parks are to land, the last vestige 
reserved for the public to use without pay- 
ing rent. 

© Amateur emergency communications 
efforts are worth preserving; there’s a string 
of crises going back 80 years where 
amateurs have made the difference. 

¢ Amateur Radio is a practical test-bed 
for new technologies, providing myriad 
communications points between which new 
gear can be proven—often to be simplified 
o and made more affordable in the process.

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NEW TOWER REGULATIONS FOR WASHINGTON COUNTY 


Washington County is now in the process of putting new tower 
regulations in place that will affect all future tower 

installations, including amateur radio towers, in unincorporated =~ 
Washington County. Those of you who live in Washington County 

but also live within a city will be regulated by the city tower 
ordinances rather than the new ones now being drafted by the 

County. 


There are actually two ordinances involved. Ordinance 4@2 covers 
commercial installations only, as it is now being proposed and 
Ordinance 414 covers "accessory uses" of residential property 
which includes amateur radio antennas and towers. You will be 
happy to know that your fellow hams have been on the job for 
several months making sure that the wording of these ordinances, 
especially Ordinance 414, is not overly restrictive and that hams 
will be able to continue to enjoy the benefits of towers and 
antennas at their homes (providing, of course, that the 
ordinances are accepted as they are now written). The final 
decision about adopting the ordinances and their exact wording is 
up to the Washington County Commissioners who are meeting 
regularly to work out the final details. The next hearing is 
scheduled for Tuesday, October 6, and is history by the time you 
read this. The ordinances will probably be passed as they are 
now written.
